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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With re to use of NR , patentees' examples use a 
ratio of NR to SBB or 20:80 while applicants use a ratio of 10:90 so it is not unexpected that applicants' examples exhibit lower air 
permeability. With re to use of polybutene oil, it was known at the time of the invention that use of polybutene of molecular weight higher 
than 1300 yielded superior (lower) air permeability. Note '894 at paragraph 98, 704 at paragraph 58 and '036 at paragraph 67 and 69. 
While '062 is not prior art it provides hearsay evidence that the benefits of use of polybutene oil were known as of the publication date of 
WO 02/48257. Patentees explicitly disclose applicants air permeability in table 5 and for low natural rubber contents (such as the claims 
may encompass, those skilled in the art would assume applicants air permeabilities would be inherent. . Patentees disclose a rubbery 
composition and as rubbers are generally not very hard, applicants' hardness values would be assumed. With re to adhesion to carcass 
patentees disclose a rubber adhered to a carcass as do applicants as part of a workable tire and therefore it is assumed that applicants 
adhesion to carcass would be present in any composition suggested by the patent. All components of applicants are disclosed explicitly 
for use in the patent for use with each other if desired to produce a tire and therefore the patent suggests applicants composition. All 
cllaims are therefore now rejected under 35 (JSC 103.
